Three prisoners who escaped from 
Atlanta's “escape-proof” jail April 24 
were recaptured last night in Tampa, 
Filia. They were arrested in the Flor- 
ida city for an $800 grocery store 
hold-up Saturday night, and readily 
admitted their identity. 

They gave their names as W. A. 
Reeves, R. B. Haynie and J. C.. Me- 


i¢Connell Jr., and said they comprised 
the trio who sawed they way to free- 
dom from Atlanta's new jail. 

_» ‘Their. escape here started an inves- 
tigation by council's police commit- 
tee which resulted in a general shake- 
up in the police department. 

Only yesterday Chief Sturdivant de- 
loyed armed sentries around the jail 
n order to prevent further escapes. 

New turnkeys have been assigned te 
guard duty in the cell blocks and Pa- 
trolman J. H. Doyal, on duty at the 
time of their escape, has been sus- 


pended. 
Admit Stealing Auto. 

Reeves, Haynie and McConnell told 
Florida officers they stole an automo- 
bile in Savannah in their flight south- 
ward after their break. Police here 
found five hacksaws in their vacant 
cell which had been smuggled in to 
them. The prisoners sang to cover 
the sound of sawing as they prepared 
to escape. 

The gang was captured in a restau- 
rant and McConnell sought to shoot 
his way to freedom, Tampa police 
said, but his gun was knocked from 
his hand. The other two were not 
armed. A fourth member of the gang

Issued as hundreds of critically- 
minded businessmen converged on the 
capital for the 23d annual convention 
of the United States Chamber of 
Commerce, the economic analysis of 
the National Association of Manufac 
turers said: 

“Surveys indicate that close to 
$20,000,000,000 in expenditures, which 
would give employment te 4,000,000 
men for two years, is pent up in the 
field of factory expansion, renovation 
and rehabilitation alone. 

“The release of this flow of private 
capital by removing political uncer- 
tainties would dwarf the billions ap- 
propriated by congress for relief and 
make unnecessary the expenditure of 
much of the taxpayer’s money.”

NEW DEAL LOOKS 


Rulings on Frazier-Lemke 
Act, Rail Pensions May 
Come Today. 


WASHINGTON, April 28.—(/)-— 
Opening arguments involving the con- 
stitutionality of two NRA fundamen-- 
tals and expected decisions on laws 
touching millions of farmers and 
workers today summoned New Deal 
officials to another week of watch- 
ful waiting at doors of the austere 
supreme court chamber. 

On Thursday, Donald R. Richberg, 
NRA chairman, and justice depart- 
ment lawyers, were scheduled to tell 
the court why code wage and hour 
provisions of the recovery law should 
be ruled valid. 

Tomorrow—opinion day in the court 
after a two weeks’ recess—may bring 
rulings on the validity of the rail- 
road retirement pension act and the 
Frazier-Lemke farm mortgage mora- 
torium'law. Both cases were argued 
several weeks ago. 

The NRA arguments will involve 
two cases arising from the prosecu- 
tion of the A. L. A. Schechter Poul- 


try Corporation of Brooklyn. The 
wage and hour policies of NRA were 
held invalid by the second circuit 
court of appeals, and both the gov- 
ernment and the poultry company 
agreed to rush the questions before 
the high tribunal. 

The court also has 34 other cases 
which it has heard and in which opin- 
ions may be handed down tomorrow.

‘Powerful’ Camouflaged 

Fortress Alarms London 
as Cabinet Is Called to 
Study U-Boat Peril. 


LONDON, .April 29.—(Monday.)— 
(P)—A “powerful” naval and ais 
plane base has been constructed on 
the North sea by Germany, the Her- 
ald said today. 

“Despite the usual denial in Ber- 
lin,” the Herald maintained ‘“‘the com- 
plete accuracy of its reports that Ger- 
many not only contemplates building 
submarines but actually has a num- 
ber in the course of construction.” 

The Herald was one of two Lon- 
don newspapers which. carried origi- 
nal articles regarding alleged German 
submarine building which later were 
substantiated in authoritative London 
quarters. Both it and the News- 
Chronicle said 12 250-ton U-boats are 
under construction by the reich. 

Details of the alleged German for- 
tifieations on the Island of Sylt in 
the North sea were credited by the 
Herald to the Pariser Tageblatt, a 
German refugees’ publication in Paris, 

The island was described as a “sec- 
ond Heligoland’ (former German 
naval base), having camouflaged for- 
ptresseswith five-foot thick walls and‘ 
underground hangars for planes, 

“Germany’s intention to rearm in 
all directions now seems complete,” 
said the Herald, citing “extensive 
land forces, a great air force, sub- 
marines, naval strength equal to 35 

cent of Great Britain’s and now 
North sea fortifications.” 

Reichsfuehrer Hitler's reported 
cogstructicn of 250-ton “vestpocket” 
submharines in violation of the Ver- 
sailles treaty was believed in inform- 
ed quarters tonight to have wrecked 
plans for the scheduled Anglo-German 
naval conversations in London the 
second week in May.

America’s Position in 
World Trade May Be 
Vitally Affected by 
Milan Deliberations. 


_ MILAN, Italy, April 28.—(4)-—Cot- 
ton manufacturers, producers, and 
masters of spinners and weavers from 
most of the cotton-growing or textile 
countries of the world met today with 
representatives of American cotton in- 


American export crop. 

The occasion was the informal open- 
ing of the 17th Intéfnatio..a]l Cotton 
Congress, which experts say may be 
of vital importance to the United 
States’ sales abroad. 

Among the many questions on the 
agenda of the congress are the posi- 
tion of American cotton in world trade 
and the net weight cotton contract. 

Dr. Henry Charles Taylor, of Des 
.Moines, Iowa, American delegate of 
the International Institute of Agricul- 
ture, represented the United States 
Department of Agriculture.

Work Relief, Security 
Linked in F.D.R. ‘Chat’! 


President Outlines Six Fundamental Principles 
_for Allocating Huge Job Fund; Co-opera- 
tion of All Necessary, He Asserts. 


WASHINGTON, April 28.—( AP )—* 
The text of President Roosevelt's 
speech follows: 

Since my annual message to the 
congress on January 4 last, I have 
not addressed the general public over 
the air. In the many weeks since 
that time the congress has devoted 
itself to the arduous task of ‘formu- 
lating legislation necessary to the 
country’s welfare. It has made and 
is making distinct progress. 

Before I come to any of the spe- 
cific measures, however, I want to 
leave in your minds one clear fact. 
The. administration and the congress 
are not proceeding in any haphazard 
fashion in this task of government. 
Each of our steps has a definite re- 
lationship to every other step. The 
job of creating a program for the na- 
tion’s welfare is, in some. respects, 
like the building of a ship. At dif- 
ferent points on the coast where I 
often visit, they build great sea-going 
ships. When one of these ships is 
under construction and the steel 
frames have been set in the keel, 1t 
is difficult for a person who does 
not know ships to tell how it will fi- 
nally look when it is sailing the bigh 
Seas: 

It may seem confused to some, but 
out of the multitude of detailed parts 


> that go into the making of the struc 
ture the creation of a useful instru- 
ment for man ultimately comes. It 
is that way with the making of a 
national policy. The objective of the 
nation has greatly changed in three 
years. Before that time individual 
self-interest and gronp selfishness 
were paramount in public thinking. 
The general good was at a discount. 


PEOPLE OF AMERICA 
FEELING BETTER. 

Three years of hard thinking have 
changed the picture. More and mvre 
people, because of clearer thinking 
and a- better understanding, are con- 
sidering the whole rather than a 
mere part relating to one section or 
one crop, or one industry, or an in- 
dividual private occupation. That 
is a tremendous gain for principles 
of democracy. The overwhelming 
majority of people in this country 
know how. to sift the wheat from 
the chaff in what they hear and 
what they read. They know that the 
process of the constructive rebuilding 
of America cannot be done in a day 
or a year, but that it is being done 
in spite of the few who seck to con- 
fuse them and to profit by their 
confusion. Americans as a whole

Charles Russell Clapp, 65, relative 
of prominent Atlantans, was almost 
instantly killed yesterday afternoon in 
an automobile accident near Eatonton, 
Ga., as he was returning to his home 
in Savannah after attending the 85th 
bitthday celebration here of John R.

Mrs. Clapp Remained Here. 

Mrs. Clapp, the former Miss Jennie 
Mobley, of Atlanta, who came to At- 
lanta Saturday with her husband and 
daughter, had remained with her fa- 
ther and her sister, Mrs. Sims Bray,

WASHINGTON, April 28.—(?)-—~ 
Sounding a new note of optimism, 
President Roosevelt tonight outlined 
his work relief program to the na- 
tion in a speech pledging “no sec- 
tional, no political distinctions” in 
distributing the $4,000,000,000 fund. 

Speaking from the oval room of 
the White House in one of his radio 
fireside chats, the president said that 
“never. since my imauguration in 
March, 1933,. have I felt so unmis- 
takably the atmosphere of recovery.” 

He summoned all citizens to keep a 
watchful eye that the work program 
should be “the most efficient and 
cleanest example of public enterprise 
the world has ever seen,” and laid 
down 4 six-p diagram of prin- 
. ciples to“govern 4 the spending in his 
work program. Then Mr. Roosevelt: 
enumerated a series of legislative pro- 
posals he expects congress to enact 
at this session. - Topping this list was 
his economic security legislation, 
which already has been passed by the 
house. The president said this meas- 
ure was inextricably interwoven with 
the four billion-dollar works program, 

“While our present and projected 
expenditures for work relief are whol- 
ly within the reasonable limits of our 
national credit resources,” Mr. Roose- 
velt said, “it is obvious that we can- 
net continue to create governmental 
deficits for that purpose year after 
year. 

“We must begin now to make pro- 
vision for the future.” 

The other bills whose enactment 
he called for were those to extend 
and revise NRA; to do away with 
certain. types of “unnecessary” utility 
holding companies; te broaden the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and 
extend its regulation to buses and 
trucks: and to amend the federal re- 
serve banking laws.

In spite of the fact that unemploy- 
ment remains a serious problem here 
as in every other nation, we have 
come to recognize the possibility and 
the necessity of certain helpful reme- 
dial measures.

Provisions for social security, how- 
ever, are protections for the future. 
Our responsibility for the immediate 
necessities of the ‘unemployed has 
been met by the-congress through 
the most comprehensive work plan 
in the history of the nation. Cur 
problem is to put to work three and 
one-half million employable persons 
now on the relief rolls. It is a 
problem quite as much for private 
industry as for the government. 
FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLES 
CITED FOR PROGRAM 

We are losing no time getting the 
government's vast work relief pro- 
gram under way and we have every 
reason to believe that it should be 
in full swing by autumn. In direct- 
ing it, I shall recognize six funda- 
mental principles: 

1) The projects should be use- 


ul. 

(2) Projects shall be of a nature 
that a considerable proportion of the 
money spent will go into wages for 
labor. 

(3) Projects which promise ulti- 
mate return to the federal treasury 
of a‘ considerable proportion of the 
costs, will be sought. 

(4) Funds allotted for each proj- 
ect should be actually and promptly 
spent and not held over for later 
years. 

(5) In all cases projects must be 
of a character to give employment 
to those on the relief rolls. 

(6) Projects will be allocated to 
localities or relief areas in relation 
to ,the number of workers on relief 
rolis in those areas. 

SET-UP OF PROGRAM. 
PROCEDURE OUTLINED. 

I next want to make it clear ex- 
actly how we shall direct the work. 

(1) I have set up a division of 
application and informatiom to which 
all proposals for the expenditure of 
money must go for preliminary study 
and consideration. 

(2) After the division of applica- 
tion and information has sifted these 
projects, they will be sent to an al- 
lotment division composed of repre- 
sentatives of the.more important gov- 
ernmental agencies charged with” car- 
rying on work relief projects. The 
group will also include representa- 
tives of cities, and of labor, farm- 
ing, banking and -industry. This 
allotment division will consider all 
of the recommendations submitted to 
the president who under the act is 
required to make final allocations. 

(3) The next step will be to noti- 
fy the. proper government agency in 
whose field the project falls, and 
also another agency which I am 
creating->a progress division. This 
division will have the duty of co- 
ordinating the purchase of materials 
and supplies and of. making certain 
that people who are employed will 
be taken from the relief rolls. It 
will sor Sagi the responsibility of 
determinthg work payments in va- 
rious localities, of making full use of 
existing employment services and to 
assist people engaged in work relief 
to move rapidly as possible back into 
private employment when such em- 
ployment is available. Moreover, 
this division will be charged with 
keeping projects moving on schedule, 

(4) I have felt it to be essentially 
wise and prudent to avoid, so far as 
possible, the creation of new govern- 
mental. machinery for supervising 
this work. The national government 
now has at least 60 different agen- 
cies with the staff and the experi- 
ence and the competence necessary 
to carry on the 250 or 300 kinds 
of work that will be undertaken. 
These agencies, therefore, will sim- 
ply be on a somewhat enlarged scale, 
the same sort of things that they 
have been doing. This will make 
certain that the largest possible por- 
tion of the funds allotted will be 
spent for actually creating new work 
and not for building up expensive 
overhead organizations here in Wash- 
ington. « 21

Feel free to criticize. Tell me of 
instances where work can be done 
better, or where improper practices 
prevail. Neither you nor I want 
criticism conceived in a purely fault- 
finding or pavtisan spirit, but | am 
jealous of the right of every citi- 
zen to call to the attention of his 
government examples of how the pub- 
lic money can be more efficiently 
spent for the benefit of the American 
people. 

I now come, my friends, to the 
remaining business before the con- 
gress. It has under consideration 
many measures which provide for the 
rounding out of the program of eco- 
nomic and social reconstruction with 
which we have been conoerned for 
two years. I can mention only a 
few of them tonight, but I do not 
want my mention of specific measures 
to -be interpreted as lack of - interest 
or in disapproval of many other im- 
portant proposals that are pending. 
EXTENSION OF NIRA 
ASKED OF CONGRESS. 

The National Industrial Recovery 
Act expires on the sixteenth of June. 
After careful consideration, I have 
asked the congress to extend the life 
of. this useful agency of government. 
As we have proceeded with the ad- 
ministration of this act, we. have 
found from time to time more and 
more useful ways of promoting its 
purposes. 

No neasonable _ person wants to 
abandon our present’ gains—we must 
continue to’ protect children, to en- 
force minimum wages, to prevent ex- 
cessive hours, to safeguard, define 
and enforce collective bargaining, 
and, while retaining fair competi- 
tion, to. eliminate, so far as human- 
ly possible, the kinds of unfair prac- 
tices by selfish minorities which un- 
fortunately did more than anything 
else to bring about the recent col- 
lapse of industries. 

LEGISLATION PENDING 


TO CORRECT SITUATION. 


There is likewise pending before 
the congress legislation to provide 
for the elimination of unnecessary 
holding companies in the public util- 
ity field. 

I consider this legislation a posi- 
tive recovery measure. Power pro- 
duction in this country is virtually 
back to the 1929 peak, The operating 
companies in the gas and electric 
utility field are by and large in good 
condition. But under holding com- 
pany domination the utility industry 
has long been hopelessly at war with- 
in itself and with public sentiment. 

By far the greater part of the qen- 
eral decline in utility securities had 
occurred before I was inaugurated. 
The absentee management of- unnec- 
essary holding company control has 
lost touch with and has lost the 
sympathy of the communities it pre- 
tends to serve. Even more. signifi- 
cantly. it has given the country, as 
2. whole, an uneasy apprehension of 
overepncentrated economic power. 

A business thet loses the confi- 
dence of its customers and the good 
will of the public cannot long con- 
tinue to be a good risk for the in- 
vestor. This legislation will serve 
the investor by ending the conditions 
which -have caused that lack of con- 
fidence and good will. It will put 
the public utility operating industry 
on a sound basis for the future, 
beth in its public relations and in 
its internal relations, 

This legislation will not only in 
the long run result in providing low- 
er electric and gas rates to the con- 
sumer, but it will protect the ac-

LEGISLATION NEEDED 

ON TRANSPORTATION 

Not only business recovery, but 
the general economic recovery of the 
nation will be greatly stimulated by 
the enactment of legislation design- 
ed to improve the status of our trans- 
portation agencies. There is need 
for legislation providing for the reg- 
ulation of interstate transportation 
by buses and trucks, to regulate 
transportation by water, new’ pro- 
visions for strengthening our mer- 
chant marine and air transport meas- 
ures for the strengthening of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to 
enable it to carry out a rounded 
conception of the national transpor- 
tation. system in which the benefits 
of private ownership are retained, 
while the public stake in these im- 
portant services is. protected by the 
publie’s government. 

The re-establishment of public 
confidence in the banks of the na- 
tion is one of the most hopeful re- 
sults of our efforts as a nation to 
re-establish public confidenee in pri- 
vate banking. We all know that 
private banking actually, exists by 
virtue of the permission of and reg- 
ulation by the pepole as a whole, 
speaking through their government. 

"ise public policy, however, requires 
not only that banking be safe but 
that its resources be most fully uti- 
lized, in the economic life of the 
country. 

RESULT—CREATION 
OF RESERVE SYSTEM. 

To this end it was decided more 
than 20 years ago that the govern- 
‘ment should assume the responsibil- 
ity of providing a means by which 
the credit of the nation might be 
controlled, not by «a few private 
banking institutions, but by a body 
with public prestige and authority. 
The answer to this demand was the 
Federal Reserve system. Twenty 
years of experience with this system 
have justified the efforts made to 
create it, but these 20 years have 
shown by experience definite possi- 
bilities for improvement. Certain 
proposals made to amend the Fed- 
eral Reserve act deserve prompt and 
favorable action by the congress. 
‘They are a minimum of wise read- 
justment of our Federal Reserve sys- 
tem in the light of past experience 
and present needs. 

SUMMARY OF HOPES 
FOR U. S. RECOVERY. 

These measures are, in large part, 
the program which under my consti- 
tutional duty I have recommended 
to the congress. They are essential 
factors in a rounded program for na- 
tional recovery. They contemplate 
the enrichment of our national. life 
by a sound and rational ordering of 
its various elements and wise provi- 
sions for the protection of the weak 
against the strong. 

Never since my inauguration in 
March, 1933, have I felt so unmis- 
takably. the atmosphere of recovery.

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TO BEAUTIFY GEORGIA ROADS 


Announcement at the annual 
meeting of the Garden Club of 
Georgia that the state highway de- 
partment, with the approval of 
Governor Talmadge, will employ a 
landscape engineer to co-operate in 
the movement to beautify the high- 
ways of Georgia will meé, with uni- 
versal approval. 

The countryside of no state in 
the Union is more attractive in its 
natural beauty than is Georgia’s. 
Every type of landscape is to be 
found along the highways of the 
state, from the grandeur of the 
mountain scenery in north Georgia, 
through the rolling loveliness of 
middie Georgia to the plains, piney 
woods and coastal sections of the 
pouthern part of the state. 

With all of this. natural beauty 
to charm both tourists and the peo- 
ple of Georgia, most of the main 
highways of the state are unsight- 
ly stretches of paving, running 
through unkempt areas and with 
the view obstructed by hideous 
signboards of every description and 
condition. 

Once a highway sign goes up in 
Georgia, whether it be a huge af- 
fair blotting out the landscape, ov 
a flimsy piece of tin tacked to a 
tree, there it stays until it rots and 
rusts and falls to the ground. Such 
signs are of no further use to those 
‘who put them up, and the com- 
munities in which they stand are 
too indifferent to their existence 
to go to the trouble of ordering 
their removal. 

Georgie’s most attractive vistas 
beauty spots which have few 
equals in the country—are marred 
by billboards and signs of all kinds 
and ages, for it is to the spots 
which attract tourists that those 
who erect signs go in the greatest 
number and work the greatest 
havoc to nature’s loveliness. 

_ For years the campaign to pro- 
Rect America’s natural beauty from 
being defiled in this manner has 
been growing in every section of 
the country, the movement having 
received the greatest support in the 
gtates attracting the most tourists. 
In California, Michigan, Colorado 
Rnd Pennsylvania and other pro- 
kressive states thousands of sign- 
boards have been removed from 
places where they marred the nat- 
ural beauty of their surroundings. 

' Hand in hand with this move- 
ment has gone the campaign, gen- 
erally sponsored, as in Georgia, by 
garden clubs, to beautify high- 
ways. The Georgia Garden Club, 
through its various member clubs 
mas well as the state organization,

POLAND’S STAR RISES AGAIN 

The star of Poland, once the 
dominant nation of Europe and 
which was largely responsible for 


hordes that centuries ago threatened 
to over-run the continent and 
destroy white civilization, is again 
in the ascendancy-—largely because 
of its strategic position between 
soviet Russia and militant Ger- 
many. 

The National Geographic Sur- 
vey points out that “twenty years 
ago the name of Poland could not 
be found on any map in Europe, 
but today it is the sixth largest na- 
tion in Europe, with a steadily in- 


so creasing population that will soon 


reach 40,000,000.” 

Poland, one of the oldest of the 
northern and central European na- 
tions, reached the pinnacle of its 
power in the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth centuries, when its terri- 
tory extended from a point near 
the present city of Berlin tao the 
Sea of Azov, and from the Crimea 
to the Gulf of Finland. Then War- 
saw, the Polish capital, was second 
in brilliance among European cities 
only to Paris, 

With the growth of power came 
decay in the fiber of Polish rulers 
and subsequent internal dissension 
invited attack from Prussia, Russia 


jand Austria, all seeking broadening 


of their territory at the expense of 
Poland. Disastrous defeats in 1772, 
1793 and 1795 were followed by 
the partition of the nation between 
these three powers. 

Despite the fact that the state 
ceased to exist for more than a 
century and a half, the intense 
Spirit of nationalism which has 
always ‘been one of the chief char- 
acteristics of the Poles, flamed 
anew in 1918 when the nation was 
born anew at the Versailles confer- 
ence. 

The Poles were fortunate in hav- 
ing a leader of the outstanding 
ability and courage of Marshal Pil- 
sudski to assume the reigns of gov- 
ernment while the nation was 
being remoulded. The development 
of the country, devastated as it 
was by long years of oppression 
and fighting, has been rapid and 
sound under his inspired leader- 
ship. 

The Versailles treaty left Poland 
Surrounded by _ hostile nations, 
jealous of the land that had once 
been theirs. Today this hostility has 
disappeared and it is significant 
that Germany, and Russia provided 


Among the most militant peoples 
of Europe, the Poles with their 
new power, with plenty of room 
in which to expand at home and 
with a gateway to the sea via the 
Polish corridor are destined for 
further growth in importance. 

Especially is this true in view 
of Poland’s position as a buffer 
State between Russia and Germany, 
each of which would be suspicious 
of the motives behind an attack 
by the other on Poland. The same 
attitude would be adopted by 
France and Italy, who would fear 
the dominance in northern Europe 
assured to either Russia or Ger- 
many should Poland again be gob- 
bled up. 

So Poland, as the buffer between 
soviet Russia and nazi Germany, is 
really the bulwark of peace of the 
continent and as such will receive 
favors which will make her growth 
in importance all the more rapid.

Politically, the friendship between 
France and Russia is based on the 
simple consideration that both are 
anxious, above all things, to prevent 
war, neither has any territorial am- 
bitions, and both are alarmed by the 
revival of Germany’s militaristic and 
expansionist ambitions. Russia and 
France should therefore strive to “or- 
ganize” peace with the assistance of 
all the other “anti-war” countries in 
Europe. , 

M. Herriot’s policy was followed in 
its essentials by the late M. Barthou, 
who brought Russia into the League, 
and will also be followed, as far as 
one can see, by M. Laval, the new 
French foreign minister. But not con- 
tent with this purely political “‘rap- 
prochement,’”’ M. Herriot would also 
like to revive the old cultural bonds 
that existed between the two coun- 
tries. He is not only a great French- 
man, but also a great European, and 
Russia—even soviet Russia—is to him 
a member of that family of nations 
which make up European civilization.

Car- 

di-ovascular disease, cancer and tu 

erculosis are the three leading makers 

vital statistics. 

Oren our newer knowledge of the 
physiology and pathology of the blood 
vessels we are constrained to revise 
the axiom accepted by Dr. Osler and 
all good physicians of his day. There 
was a fatalistic attitude in the older 
pathology. A man was born with poor 
arteries or with good arteries, and 
that determined how long he would 
live. Now we cannot grant so much 
importance to heredity. Whether good 
or bad material enters into the forma- 
tion of your arteries, the way you live 
will largely determine how well and 
how long your arteries will serve you. 

Preservation and prolongation of 

youth is not a vascular question at 
all. It is a hygienic question. The 
fatalistic view was based on morbid 
anatomy, post-mortem study, the path- 
ology of the Oslerian era. The mod- 
ern view is based on newer knowledge 
of nutrition and functional _phenom- 
ena, physiology. Grandfather s doctor 
granted a liberal amount of “stimu- 
lants” and in due time mounted 
grandfather's pickled kidney in a jar.

INCREASED: OUTPUT ABROAD 
THREATENS AAA PROGRAM 
WASHINGTON, April 28.—(4)— 
Two warnings of mounting foreign 
production today were added to the 
farm “adjustment administration’s 
trouble-ridden cotton curtailment pro- 
gram. From within the agriculture 
departmént’s own ranks came a state- 
ment from the bureau of agricultural 
economics that “cotton production in 
foreign countries has been increasing 
at a rate more rapid than in the Unit- 


ed States.” 


may face more serious competition 
from foreign growing areas, was par- 
alleled by a statement of the Foreign 
Policy Association that cotton areas 
abroadg“can and will be considerably 
extended provided the world prices 
of cotton remain favorable relative 
to that of other commodities.” 
Joining with textile interests in the 
drive agdinst cotton processing taxes, 
the association said “the rise in the 
price of raw cotton, the addition of a 
processing tax of 4.2 cents a pound 
increased labor costs have all 
contributed to reduce domestic sales 
of cotton goods and have brought dis- 
tress to the cotton textile indusry.” 
Roosevelt’s Conferences. 


The association’s report and the 
analysis by the Bureau of Foreign 


Cotton Output appeared just-as Pres- 


ident Roosevelt's special cabinet com- 
mittee was ready to begin a series of 
conferences on the cotton textile itu- 
ation and the claims of manufactur- 
ers that the AAA program was ruin- 
ing their business. 

Coincidently an international cot- 
ton conference was about to convene 
at Rome with Oscar Johnston, Ameri- 
can economic envoy and Mississippi 
cotton planter, hoping to secure the 
preliminary agreement of several for- 
eign countries, particularly India, 
Egypt, Brazil and Argentina, to sign 
an international pact to control cotton 
production and. exports. 

While hoping for the best, offi- 
cials here were none too optimistic 
over: the outcome of Johnston's ne- 
gotiation. It was said foreign na- 
tions would have little to gain in 
helping the United States dispose of 
the 4,500,000-bale cotton surplus held 
under government loans. 

Commenting on_incgeased competi- 
tion abroad, the agriculture report 
said that “since 1891 foreign produc- 
tion, outside of China, has increased 
at a rate of about 150,000 bales an- 
nually, which compares with a little 
more than 100,000 bales in the Unit- 
ed States.” 

Threat Is Discounted. 

Previously, Secretary Wallace and 
numerous officials of the AAA have 
discounted the threat of fogeign com- 
petition, pointing to the relatively 
small production of single foreign 
countries.
